Borough  of  Glossop. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Eighth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  that  for  the  year  1927.  The 
Report  shows  matters  for  congratulation  on  the  one  hand  and 
on  the  other  matters  which  are  not  good  and  tc  which  I draw  the 
attention  of  the  Corporation  with  an  earnest  request  to  remedy 
them. 


First  for  the  good  things: — 

Our  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  low  being  61.3,  the  average 
for  the  past  three  years  being  59 ; the  average  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole  is  69. 

Our  Death  Rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  the 
lowest  recorded  and  the  lowest  of  any  of  the  larger  towns  of 
Derbyshire  being  0.25 ; this  is,  however,  an  exceptionally  low 
rate,  the  average  for  the  past  7 years  being  0.56,  which  is  the 
best  figure  to  take  as  Tuberculosis  is  a prolonged  disease;  the 
Death  Rate  for  10  years  ending  1920  was  .95  and  for  the  10  years 
1900,  2.01.  Many  lives  are  therefore  being  saved  now  from  this 
disease. 
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The  Diarrhoea  (under  two  years)  Death  Ra,te  per  1000  births 
is  also  low  being  3.9,  as  compared  with  6.3  for  England  and  Wales, 
the  Pail  Conversion  Scheme,  the  great  care  taken  to  see  that 
milk  is  clean  and  the  teaching  of  Mothercraft,  and  the  year  being 
a wet  one  would  all  contribute  to  this  low  rate. 

Our  Bespiratory  Death  Bate  is  1.9,  the  lowest  recorded. 

The  year*  has  also  been  noted  for  other  things  as  well  as 
low  Death  Bates : — the  Pail  Conversion  Scheme  has  now  reached 
a further  stage,  540  Conversions  being  carried  out  in  1927,  leaving 
approximately  400  pails  to  be  converted;  our  town  has  in  fact 
become  a water  carriage  town,  which  is  a great  advance  in 
healthy  sanitation  and  decency,  and  the  Council  are  to  be  con 
gratulated  in  carrying  it  through;  incidentally  it  is  saving  about 
£1000  yearly  in  expenditure;  certain  property  owners  are,  how- 
ever, holding  up  further  conversions  and  keeping  up  expenditure 
and  the  rates  thereby. 

The  taking  over  of  Hadfield  Waterworks  (Ministry  of 
Health  Inquiry  22/2/28  giving  sanction)  is  also  a matter  for 
congratulation;  our  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  GO  H.  Lea,  handled  the 
most  delicate  negotiations  in  a very  skilful  manner  which  lead 
to  success,  for  the  venture  was  one  which  might  readily  have 
gone  wrong. 

The  Town  Council  will  now  be  enabled  to  purify  this 
supply. 

The  opening  of  Manor  Park  to  the  public  in  the  Autumn 
was  also  another  notable  event. 

Now  to  the  gloomy  side: — 

We  have  at  the  least  100  overcrowded  houses,  we  have 
about  300  back  to  back  houses  and  about  3,308  out  of  our  5,373 
inhabited  houses  have  only  two  bedrooms. 

I give  herewith  some  instances  of  the  overcrowding : —

These  figures  speak  for  themselves ; in  one  house,  No.  10, 
we  have  a father  and  mother  and  four  young  children  using  a 
bedroom  for  living  and  sleeping  in;  in  another,  No.  2,  we  have 
8 males  and  2 females  over  10  years  and  1 under  10  years 
occupying  a house  with  2 bedrooms  and  one  living  room;  and 
another,  No.  7,  2 males  and  5 females  over  10  years  and  1 male 
and  2 females  under  10  occupy  a house  with  2 bedrooms  and  one 
living  room;  in  case  No.  11  we  have  2 males  and  4 females  over 
10  years  and  7 males  and  2 females  under  10  years,  in  all  15 
persons,  occupying  a house  with  2 bedrooms  and  1 living  room,, 
and  a back  to  back  house  into  the  bargain. 

It  must  be  understood  that  under  Section  60  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1925,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority,  in  our 
case  the  Town  Council,  to  consider  the  needs  of  their  area  as 
regards  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation  and  make  the 
provision  found  necessary ; and  when  they  fail  in  their  duty,  on 
the  representation  of  a Justice  of  the  Peace  or  of  4 or  more  Local 
Government  Electors  under  Section  73,  the  Minister  of  Health 
may,  after  local  inquiry,  order  the  Council  to  remedy  any  default 
inside  a specified  time  or  under  Section  74  he  may  transfer  to 
the  County  Council  the  obligation  to  prepare  and  carry  out  a 
scheme  to  provide  necessary  housing  accommodation. 

The  housing  conditions  of  our  town  have  been  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Council  as  long  ago  as  1924  ; on  pages  31, 
32,  33  and  34  of  my  Annual  Pep  or  t for  that  year  details  were 
given  and  a scheme  suggested. 

I suggest  now  as  an  absolute  minimum  that  the  Council 
should  build  at  once  10  houses  and  build  more  in  accordance 
with  demand;  dealing  suitably  with  overcrowded  houses. 

This  question  of  more  houses  and  the  question  of  better 
surfaces  and  more  cleansing  of  the  roads  now  necessary  owing 
to  the  intolerable  dust  nuisance  created  by  increased  motor  traffic 
both  on  roads  under  the  control  of  our  town  and  the  County 
Council  are  the  two  big  matters  to  which  I must  draw  attention 
as  matters  of  urgency. 

I feel  sure  that  the  Burgesses  and  Members  of  the  Council 
being  made  thus  aware  of  these  matters  will  see  that  suitable 
means  will  be  found  to  deal  with  them. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  the  Town  Council  for  support  given 
me  m carrying  out  my  duties  during  the  year  and  to  my  brother 
officials,  members  of  my  staff  and  voluntary  workers  for  help 
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gi  ven  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  and 
the  other  Departments  associated  with  it.

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The  figures  given  above  are  interesting.  It  will  be  seen 
at  a glance  that  in  former  years  the  Death  Rate  from  Respiratory 
Diseases  has  been  high,  for  the  ten  years  ending  1921  it  was  3.59 
as  compared  with  2.5  for  England  and  Wales,  since  1921  the 
difference  between  the  rate  has  not  been  so  much,  and  in  1922 
the  Glossop  rate  was  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales;  for 
the  b years  ending  1927  the  Gloss  op  rate  was  about  2.7  as  com- 
pared with  2.7  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  5 years  ending 


The  Glossop  rate  is  therefore  now  about  the  same  as  the 
rate  for  the  whole  Country;  this  is  satisfactory  all  things 
considered. 


Last  year  it  was  1.9,  a very  low  figure;  in  fact  the  lowest 
recorded  rate  for  the  Borough. 

Respiratory  Death  Rates  however  fluctuate  and  next  year 
it  may  be  up ; we  can,  however,  at  least  say  that  the  Glossop 
rate  is  not  unduly  high  compared  with  the  rest  of  England. 


PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Now  coming  to  Tuberculosis;  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  as 
will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  below,  has  been  one  of  the 
most  formidable  diseases  in  our  town. 

The  death  rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  itself  in 
Glossop,  as  compared  with  England,  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
figures : —

In  a map  of  Derbyshire  in  the  year  1912,  drawn  up  by 
the  County  M.O.H.,  Dr.  Barwise,  Glossop  is  marked  as_a  black 
spot  on  the  map  for  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The 
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Olossop  figures  being  2.01,  1.29  and  .95  for  the  ten  years  ending 
1900,  1910  and  1920  (compared  with  1.37,  1.15  and  1.15  for 
England  and  Wales  and  1.07,  .79  and  .69  for  Derbyshire),  which 
are  distinctly  bad. 


For  the  six  years  ending  1927  the  figure  is  .56  and  the 
figures  for  England  and  Wales  (for  5 years  ending  1926)  .83  and 
Derbyshire  Urban  Districts  .62  (for  the  5 years). 

This  is  very  gratifying;  we  are  no  longer  the  black  spot 
but  a comparatively  “ bright  one.” 

During  the  last  7 or  8 years  a big  effort  has  been  made  to 
reduce  Tuberculosis  at  the  request  of  the  County  but 

it  would  be  difficult  to  say  to  what  extent  if  any  the  rate  was 
reduced  by  what  was  done. 

What  was  done  and  is  being  done  is  briefly  this : — 

(1)  The  Improving  of  Housing  conditions,  especially  as 
regards  dampness  and  ventilation.;  the  areas  with  a high  Tuber- 
culosis Death  Rate  were  dealt  with  first. 

(2)  Systematic  disinfection  of  all  Tuberculous  houses 
with  a X Sputum. 

(3)  Co-operation  with  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  his  work 
by  sending  children  under  14  years  of  age  to  the  Dispensary  as 
early  as  possible.  I have  no  doubt  that  the  excellent  work  done 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  has  helped  to  reduce  the  Tuberculosis 
Death  Rate. 

(4)  Education  of  the  public  in  the  dangers  of  Tubercu- 
losis and  also  in  Health  matters  generally. 

(5)  The  giving  of  Milk  by  the  Tuberculosis  Care  Com- 
mittee to  all  Tubercular  patients  not  able  to  obtain  it  in  sufficient 
quantity.  Of  other  contributory  causes  I feel  sure  that  the 
shorter  factory  hours  and  the  institution  of  the  unemployment 
insurance  have  been  helpful,  but  these  would  apply  to  districts 
other  than  Olossop,  and  would  not  account  for  Olossop ’s  rela- 
tively low  death  rate.  The  rate  of  .25  per  thousand  last  year  is 
exceptionally  low  for  a textile  area. 


PUBLIC  PRECAUTIONS  needed  to  PREVENT 
RESPIRATORY  DISEASES  including  PHTHISIS. 

In  order  to  keep  down  illness  and  death  from  Respiratory 
Diseases  the  following  precautions  should  be  adopted: — 
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(1)  Ihe  adequate  ventilation  of  all  places  of  public 
assembly — including  places  of  entertainment,  picture  houses, 
dancing  halls,  places  of  worship,  Sunday  and  Da^  schools,  and 
other  places  where  public  meetings  are  held.  Adequate  ventila- 
tion of  public  conveyances. 

(2)  Prevention  of  the  dust  nuisance  in  the  roads. 

(3)  Prevention  of  spitting. 

Regarding  No.  1:  Recent  scientific  work  has  shewn  that 
many  diseases,  including  Respiratory  Diseases,  are  spread  by 
droplet  infection,  such  as  coughing,  sneezing,  talking,  etc.,  but 
that  where  there  is  a proper  through  ventilation  the  risk  is 
greatly  diminished. 

Regarding  No.  2 : One  can  readily  understand  that  the 
finely  pulverised  filth  from  the  roads  getting  into  the  air  and 
thence  into  the  mouth,  nose  and  lungs  will  cause  disease. 

Now  that  the  motor  traffic,  including  the  new  ’bus 
services,  has  reached  such  huge'  proportions  there  is  much 
greater  need  for  better  methods  to  prevent  dust  rising  and  for 
more  frequent  sweeping. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  HEART  AND  BLOOD  VESSELS 
(Including  Cerebral  Hsemmorrhage) .

If  Respiratory  Diseases  show  a decrease,  deaths  from 
diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Blood  vessels  appear  to  be  increasing 
if  anything. 


The  rate  for  Glossop  for  the  7 years  ending  1927  is  3.8 
and  for  England  and  Wales  (for  the  7 years  ending  1926)  2.5. 

The  Glossop  rate  is  high. 
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I have  been  endeavouring  to  ascertain  why  the  rate  is 
high  in  Gflossop  and  in  my  school  work  I have  investigated  the 
incidence  of  Rheumatism  and  Heart  Disease  among  school 
children . 

Rheumatism  and  Heart  Disease  I find  to  be  prevalent 
among  our  children  and  Heart  Disease  appears  to  be  more 
prevalent  among  them  than  among  children  generally  in  England 
and  Wales. 

The  seeds  of  disease  under  this  head  are  therefore  most 
probably  sown  in  childhood,  and  if  we  can  prevent  them  being 
sown  or  render  them  abortive  we  may  accomplish  something  ; I 
hope  to  go  more  fully  into  this  another  time.  It  is  my  intention, 
however,  to  try  and  adopt  measures  to  try  and  prevent 
Rheumatism  and  serious  Heart  Disease  in  children.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  our  Infantile  Mortality  rate 
remains  low,  the  figure  for  last  year  was  61.3  and  the  average 
for  the  past  3 years  59.  There  were  16  deaths  last  year,  but  if 
the  babies  had  died  at  the  same  rate  as  for  the  ten  years  ending 
1920  there  would  have  been  about  30  deaths  instead  of  16;  we 
are  therefore  progressing. 

I desire  to  mention  in  this  connection  the  splendid  work 
that  is  being  done  by  our  Nurses  and  Voluntary  workers,  it  is 
only  by  skilled  advice  being  now  available  for  mothers  and  by 
the  help  from  voluntary  workers  that  make  it  possible  to  run 
our  clinics  that  we  are  enabled  to  obtain  the  above  results. 

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  Partington  Convalescent  and  Nursing  Home  (Voluntary 
Institution)  provide  2 Queen’s  Nurses  who  give  domicil  ary 
attention  to  the  sick  poor.  The  number  of  visits  paid  during  1927 
was  6,326,  and  the  number  of  different  patients  attended  was  192. 
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The  Nurses  attend  cases  of  Measles  and  Epidemic 
Diarrhoea  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  of  the 
Borough.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  —1927. 
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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OE  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

I append  table  giving  details  of  notifications  of  and 
removal  to  hospital  of  cases  of  Infections  Disease. 

As  a matter  of  routine,  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  are 
generally  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  reports  to  the 
M.O.H.  to  see  if  removal  to  Hospital  is  desirable. 

In  llie  case  of  Measles  under  5 and  Poliomyelitis,  visits 
are  paid  by  the  Queen’s  Nurses;  in  the  case  of  Diarrhoea  under 
2 years,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Pneumonia  of  children, 
visits  are  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Measles  cases  can  be  admitted  to  our  Hospital  as  well  as 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Enteric. 

Diphtheria  cases  since  September,  1926,  are  now  removed 
to  our  own  Isolation  Hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  diseases,  Chickenpox,  Diarrhoea 
under  2 years,  and  Measles  under  5 years  are  notifiable. 

Diphtheria  serum: — This  is  given  free  on  request  to  all 
doctors  on  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  for  whom 
it  is  requested ; it  can  be  obtained  at  any  Police  Station,  at  the 
Health  Department  and  at  the  houses  of  the  M.O.H.  and 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation : — Since  September,  1926,  249 
persons,  mainly  children,  have  been  immunised  by  the  M.O.H. 
with  or  without  previous  Schick  testing';  the  Hospital  staff  are 
also  tested  and  immunised  if  requested. 

In  addition  about  50  persons  have  been  immunised  by 
private  doctors. 

The  material  used  is  Burroughs  Wellcomes  Toxoid 
Antitoxin. 

So  far,  beyond,  a very  occasional  redness  or  swelling  of  the 
arm  no  untoward  symptoms  have  been  noticed.  One  thing  I 
have  noticed  is  this,  where  a large  number  of  children  have 

been  immunised  in  an  area  rapidly  if  Diphtheria  has  been 

prevalent  in  that  area  the  prevalence  has  ceased. 

This  is  in  keeping  with  the  findings  of  Topley  and  others, 
and  I think  it  marks  an  advance  in  dealing  with  Diphtheria 
outbreaks. 
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THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

The  Borough  possesses  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at 
Gameslev  just  outside  the  Borough.  This  Hospital  has  2 blocks 
of  2 wards  each,  and  an  isolation  ward;  it  has  accommodation  for 
about  20  patients. 

The  staff  consists  of  a Medical  Superintendent  who  is  the 
M.O.H.,  a Master  and  Matron  and  2 permanent  Nurses  and  2 
Maids  and  a part  time  Laundress. 

The  Hospital  serves  a very  useful  purpose  and  a large 
number  of  infectious  cases  have  been  nursed  there  with  excellent 
results.  Out  of  342  cases  admitted  since  1918  only  2 died  up 
to  the  end  of  1927,  of  these  342  cases  49  were  cases  of  Diphtheria 
which  have  been  admitted  since  September,  1926. 

The  2 deaths  were  1 of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1 of  Septicaemia. 
I append  tables  giving  the  details.

Since  1924  all  cases  at  the  Borough  Hospital  have  been 
under  the  care*  of  the  M.O.H.,  who  is  Medical  Superintendent;, 
this  became  necessary  owing  to  cross  infection  and  for  discip- 
linary reasons.

The  doing  of  this  has  enabled  greater  medical  control  and 
care  to  be  exercised  in  the  Hospital  with  the  result  that  the 
Hospital  can  be  put  to  greater  use  Prior  to  this  Scarlet  Fever 
cases,  occasional  Enteric  and  Erysipelas  cases  only  were 
admitted;  or  Smallpox  only  in  case  of  an  outbreak.  Now 
Diphtheria,  Measles  and  other  cases  are  taken  in.  The  taking 
in  of  Diphtheria  cases  has  resulted  in  a great  saving  to  the  rate- 
payers as  large  sums  were  paid  yearly  to  the  High  Peak  Hospital 
for  this  purpose  as  will  be  seen  by  the  table  given  above;  it  is 
estimated  that  approx.  £350  to  £400  will  be  saved  annually. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria  at  the  Borough 
Hospital  among  the  49  cases  admitted  in  1926  and  1927.  One 
death  occurred  early  in  1928,  but  the  child  had  been  ill  6 days 
before  admission,  and  nc  Serum  given.  As  there  was  laryngeal 
obstruction  tracheotomy  was  done  and  the  obstruction  relieved, 
but  the  child  ultimately  died  of  cardiac  failure*  and  toxaemia. 

I am  of  opinion  that  if  Serum  had  been  given  early  enough 
this  child’s  life  would  have  been  saved. 

In  order  to  improve  the  Hospital  an  administrative  block 
is  required  and  some  small  alterations  to  the  present  wards. 

In  my  opinion  it  would  be  foolish  to  spend  large  sums  of 
money  on  other  structural  improvements  as  long  as  we  can 
obtain  the  good  results  in  treatment  which  we  obtain  at  present.

The  Head  Teachers  notify  cases  of  suspected  or  definite 
Infectious  Disease  and  these  notifications  are  particularly  useful 
in  the  case  of  Measles  and  Whooping1  Cough  and  also  in  severe 
outbreaks  of  any  disease. 


CANCER. 

The  M.O.IT.  has  supplied  details  to  the  Cancer  Committee 
of  Manchester  regarding  the  after  effects  of  operations  on  Cancer 
cases. 


Cancer  is  very  prevalent  in  our  area,  the  death  rate  being 
1.4  per  thousand  for  the  past  3 years  compared  with  1.3  for 
England  and  Wales.  In  connection  with  the  effect  of  lead  upon 
Cancer  we  have  a population  of  about  6,000  who  are  drinking  a 
water  supply  containing  about  1/10  grain  of  lead  per  gallon  on 
the  average , seme  samples  have  contained  as  much  as  f grain 
per  gallon  ; I should  like  a proper  statistical  inquiry  as  to  the 
effect  of  this  on  the  Cancer  death  rate.

By  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  efforts  have  been 
made  by  the  Health  Department  staff  to  improve  housing  con- 
ditions and  that  a large  number  of  defects  have  been  remedied.

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Covering  of  Refuse  Tips. 

The  instructions  and  precautions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  respect  to  Refuse  Tips  have  been  carried  out  here  since 
December  3rd,  1925.  This  work  is  at  present  under  the  control  of 
the  Borough  Survevor. 

Burning  of  Refuse. 

There  is  no  Destructor  in  the  Borough. 

Manure  Heaps — Method  of  Dealing  With. 

Every  Spring  notices  regarding  prevention  of  the  breeding  of 
flies  are  sent  to  all  owners  of  manure  pits  and  midden  steads. 
Action  is  taken  to  see  that  ashpits  are  emptied  regularly. 

Children’s  Playgrounds. 

There  are  five  playgrounds  in  the  Borough ; it  would  be  a 
good  plan  to  offer  prizes  for  the  best  kept  backyards  and  so  provide 
additional  playing  space  near  houses. 

Open  Spaces. 

There  are  in  addition  to  the  playing  fields  2 public  Parks  and 
2 open  spaces  belonging  to  the  Council. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  number  of  Pails  in  the  Borough  is  approx.  400;  W.C,’sr 
3,100;  W.W.C’s,  479,  and  Privies  7;  including  factories  and 
workshops. 

Glossop  is  now  practically  a water  carriage  town.  In  the 
year  1920  there  were  2513  Pail  Closets  ; in  1922  a start  was  made 
by  giving  a subsidy  to  owners  of  conveniences  and  in  1924  conversion 
was  started  on  a large  scale  the  work  being  done  by  the  Council’s 
men  and  the  owners  being  charged  for  materials. 

So  far  as  I am  aware  there  are  no  cases  in  which  a 
convenience  serves  for  more  than  2 houses.  In  1920  there  were  a 
number  of  such  but  they  were  dealt  with. 

The  Borough  Council  so  far  have  allowed  two  houses  to  use 
one  sanitary  convenience,  and  a large  bulk  of  the  houses  in  the 
Borough  use  a pail  or  W.C.  in  common  with  another  house. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  5,373  inhabited  houses  with  3,950 
conveniences,  so  it  will  be  seen  that  a large  number  of  additional 
conveniences  (about  1,500)  are  needed  to  give  each  house  one  to 
itself,  for  it  must  be  remembered  factory  and  workshop  conveniences 
are  included  in  the  above  figures  ; 1,500. 
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Befuse  Disposal. 

Befuse  is  removed  by  the  Corporation  and  is  paid  for  at 
present  through  the  rates. 

THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

(a)  Cleanliness. 

In  the  1923  Beport  a copy  of  a card  was  inserted  giving 
Buies  for  the  Production  of  Clean  Milk  which  had  been  given  to 
all  the  Milk  Producers  supplying  the  Borough.  This  has  been 
amended  and  distributed  again  in  1927.

B.— Conditions  Prejudicial  to  the  Health  of  the 

Borough. 

(1)— GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  most  serious  matter  is  one  that  is  almost  impossible 
to  rectify,  that  is  the  immense  number  of  houses  with  only  2 
bedrooms  (3,308  out  of  about  5,373  inhabited  houses). 

This,  to  some  extent,  is  responsible  for  overcrowding. 

There  are  in  round  numbers  at  least  100  houses  overcrowded  ; 
see  preface.  I suggest  that  the  Council  build  10  houses  as  a 
preliminary. 
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(2)— WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Hadfield  Supply  is  very  lead  soluble.  Evidence  of  this 
was  given  at  the  Inquiry  held  for  the  purchase  of  the  supply  on 
21st  February,  1928.  Sanction  for  purchase  has  now  been  obtained, 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Corporation  to  prevent  lead  solubility 
of  the  supply  by  filtration  and  other  treatment. 

(3)  Better  surfaces  and  more  cleansing  of  the  roads  both  by 
the  County  Council  and  Town  Council  to  prevent  the  dust  nuisance 
caused  by  greatly  increased  motor  traffic. 

(4)  More  attention  to  the  ventilation  of  buildings  where 
public  assemblies  and  entertainments  are  held. 

(5)  Improvements  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  beginning  with 
the  Administration  buildings. 


C.— Noteworthy  Occurrences  Affecting  the 

Public  Health. 

(1)  The  purchase  and  opening  of  Manor  Park. 

(2)  The  large  number  (approx.  540)  of  conversions  made  under 
the  Corporation  Scheme  for  converting  pails  to  W.C’s. 


D.— Public  Health  Propaganda. 

Propaganda  is  that  carried  out  regularly  by  the  M.O.H.  and 
Health  Visitors  in  the  opportunities  given  at  Medical  Inspection  of 
School  Children,  Welfare  Clinics  and  Home  Visits  and  Inspections; 
specific  subjects  being  dealt  with  relevent  to  something  in  which 
the  parents  or  children  take  interest. 

Talks  are  given  by  the  M.O.H.  at  the  Welfare  Clinic  on  such 
subjects  as  Breast  Feeding,  Food  Values,  Nursing  of  Children,  etc. 

Lectures  on  Mothercraft  are  also  given  by  the  M.O.H.  to  all 
girls  in  the  elementary  schools  over  13  years  of  age,  4 lectures  being 
scheduled  per  year. 

The  M.O.H.  also  took  two  classes  in  Home  Nursing  in 
connection  with  the  Borough  Evening  School  programme,  these 
classes  were  well  attended  there  being  a roll  of  over  25  in  each 
class  ; 35  members  of  the  class  entered  for  the  St.  John’s  examination 
in  Home  Nursing  and  33  have  qualified  for  the  Certificate. 
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During  Health  Week  in  October  lectures  were  given  by  the 
local  doctors  and  the  M.O.H.  in  the  Elementary  Schools,  some  of 
the  Schools  entered  for  the  Eoyal  Sanitary  Institute  Competition 
in  Hygiene  and  5 school  children  obtained  prizes  of  10/-  each. 

During  Health  Week  the  Council  co-operated  with  The 
Derbyshire  Insurance  Committee  and  a large  amount  of  literature 
was  distributed  to  school  children. 

A special  leaflet  on  Pneumonia,  its  Prevention  and  Treatment 
was  written  by  the  M.O.H.  and  printed  copies  sent  to  every  house 
in  the  Borough,  it  was  also  published  in  the  local  press. 

Other  leaflets  on  Rheumatism  and  enlarged  Tonsils  and 
Adenoids  were  also  distributed  to  every  householder. 
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The  Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1927.

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  again  presenting  you  with  an 
Annual  Beport  of  inspections  made,  and  various  work  carried  out 
by  this  part  of  your  Public  Health  Service. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Borough  Surveyor’s 
Department  have  converted  540  pail  closets  to  the  Fresh  Water 
Carriage  System.  This  now  leaves  us  with  approximately  400 
conveniences  on  the  Old  Pail  System.  Unfortunately  the  collec- 
tion of  thei  contents  of  these  few  remaining'  pails  costs  much  more 
proportionately  per  pail  than  the  original  2,400,  for  the  teams 
have  to  travel  very  long  distances  to  “ pick  up  a few  pails. 
A few  years  ago,  say  1921-22,  in  some  areas  the  men  could  fill 
one  night  vehicle  in  about  half-an-hour  whereas  now  on  certain 
routes  it  takes  three  to  four  hours  to  “fill  up.”  I hope  the 
Council  will  take  measures  to  deal  with  the  owners  of  pail  closets 
who  (for  some  strange  reason)  do  not  and  will  not  agree  to  adopt 
the  W.C.  system  and  thus  assist  to  reduce  the  scavenging  costs 
and  so  the  rates.  I stated  in  my  Annual  Beport  for  1926  that  if 
all  the  pails  were  converted  to  the  Water  Carriage  System  the 
saving  on  the  collection,  disposal,  etc.,  of  mghtsoil  would  be  over 
£1,000  per  annum.  To  substantiate  this  statement  I now  give 
a few  figures  abstracted  from  the  Health  Estimates,  i.e .,  Wages 
of  Workmen  and  Haulage  Charges  only,  1924/25  — £3,240; 
1928/29,  £2,366. 

This  shows  that  although  all  the  pails  are  not  as  yet  on 
the  W.C.  system  there  is  a saving  of  £874  on  the  two  Estimates 
and  there  is  also  a further  saving  of  approximately  £125  per 
annum  for  nightsoil  mixing  at  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works.  Making 
a grand  total  saving  of  approximately  £1,000,  the  figure  already 
given. 


Slowly  but  surely  the  Ashpits  are  being  discontinued  and 
galvanized  ashbins  being  substituted.  We  have  now  only 
approximately  90  Ashpits  in  the  Borough,  56  have  been  discon- 
tinued during  1927  and  65  ashbins  provided  in  lieu  thereof.  16 
additional  ashbins  have  also  been  provided  to  new  houses,  shops, 
etc. 
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SCAVENGING. 

In  our  Borough  we  have  now'  approximately  400  pail 
conveniences,  90  ashpits,  3,325  ashbins  and  only  7 privy  middens. 
The  scavenging  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Borough  Surveyor. 
Pails  are  emptied  weekly  or  fortnightly,  Bins  weekly.  Pail 
contents  are  dealt  with  at  the  Sewage  Outiall  Works,  ashpit  and 
ashbin  refuse  is  taken  to  the  nearest  “tip.';  We  have  no 
Destructor.

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MJLKSHOPS. 

The  number  of  registered  milksellers  whose  premises  are 
situate  in  the  Borough  now  number  82.  Of  this  total  38  are 
Milkshops,  of  which  37  are  registered  as  retailers  of  Bottled 
(sterilized)  Milk. 

We  have  now  in  the  Borough  44  Farm  Dairies,  85  Cow- 
sheds and  44  Farms.  Purveyors  of  milk  on  the  register  whose 
farms  are  outside  the  Borough  now  total  51.  This  shows  that 
a great  number  of  farmers  (whose  premises  are  out  of  my  district) 
dispose  of  their  milk  in  the  Borough.  Hence  my  reason  for 
taking  so  many  samples  of  their  milk  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Consolidation  Act  of  1915.  During  the  year  (1927)  I have  made 
583  visits  of  inspection  to  the  Farms,  Dairies  and  Milkshops 
situate  in  the  Borough,  38  defects  have  been  found  and  remedied. 
These  were  mostly  manure  soiled  walls  or  interior  of  Cowsheds. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER,  1926. 

Some  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
under  the  above  Order,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  our 
farmers  have  had  to  purchase  their  holdings  and  are  now  tenant- 
owners  they  have  not  been  able  to  expend  much  money  on  altera- 
tions, &c.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  present  year  (1928)  urgent 
alterations,  repairs  and  additions  to  Cowsheds,  &c.,  will  be  put  in 
hand.  There  are  one  or  two  matters  I should  like  to  draw  the 
farmers’  attention  to,  viz.  : (1)  Artificial  lighting  of  the  Cowsheds ; 
(2)  Cleanliness  of  milking  stools  ; (3)  Cleanliness  of  Cattle.  (1.) 
Regarding  artificial  lighting,  Section  12  (2)  of  the  Order  states  : 
“Every  such  building  in  which  milking  or  any  other  process  is 
carried  on  during  the  hours  of  darkness  shall  also  be  provided  with 
such  lamps  or  other  means  of  artificial  lighting  as  will  enable  any 
such  process  to  be  conducted  in  “ good  and  proper  light .”  I cannot 
agree  that  candles  are  a good  and  proper  light.  I have  seen  petrol 
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or  paraffin  vapour  mantle  lamps  in  use  and  the  illuminating  power 
was  excellent  and  far  superior  to  oil  or  candles.  (2.)  Cleanliness 
of  stools,  Section  23  (4)  reads  “ All  milking  stools  shall  be  kept 
thoroughly  clean  .”  I would  advise  every  farmer  to  keep  a watchful 
eye  on  this  essential  work  paying  particular  attention  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  legs  of  the  stools.  All  stools  should  be  washed 
daily.  (3.)  Cleanliness  of  cattle,  Section  23  (2)  states  : Before 
milking  is  begun  all  dirt  in  or  around  the  flanks,  udder  and  teats 
of  each  cow  shah  be  removed  and  the  udder  and  teats  shall  be 
cleaned  by  being  thoroughly  rubbed  with  a clean  damp  cloth.  To 
produce  Clean  Milk  this  section  must  be  carried  out  in  every  detail, 
and  I would  add,  allow  at  lease  five  minutes  time  to  elapse  after 
cleaning  udder,  &c.  before  commencing  to  milk  so  as  to  allow  the 
dust,  &c.,  to  settle. 

Respecting  the  production  of  a Clean  Raw  Milk,  as  I have 
stated  before,  it  is  “ Methods  which  Count , not  Palatial  Buildings .” 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

As  usual  many  samples  have  been  purchased  from  Farmers 
and  milk  Vendors  (Morning’s,  Evening’s,  and  Sunday’s).  During 
the  year  1927  there  have  been  131  samples  taken  and  13  of  these 
have  been  sent  on  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  the  remainder  (118) 
were  tested  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  on  the  Gerber  Tester.  The 
average  milk  fats  on  all  the  samples  was  3*62%,  when  taken  into 
account  that  included  in  these  figures  were  two  milks  which  only 
contained  2-01%  and  1*92%  of  milk  fats,  the  average  is  very  good 
and  reflects  credit  on  the  producers.  The  standard  of  cleanliness 
as  revealed  by  the  figures  from  the  Bacteriologist  is  still  being 
maintained.  Of  course  there  are  unfortunately  a few  milk 
producers  who  do  not  seem  to  aim  very  high  so  far  as  regards 
cleanliness.  Many  farmers  have  and  are  still  selling  milk  at 
“ ordinary  ” milk  prices  an  article  which  is  certainly  up  to  or  above 
“ Grade  A ” standard.  All  honour  to  them  for  the  good  work.  I 
would  again  advise  the  prompt  cooling  of  all  milk  at  the  farms  for 
cooled  milk  keeps  sweet  and  fresh  longer  than  uncooled.  Note  : 
A good  clean  milk  merits  a Good  Clean  Jug.  The  total  number  of 
milk  samples  examined  for  the  “ Bacterial  Count,”  ‘•Bacillus  Coli” 
and  “ Tubercle  Bacilli  ” was  51.  The  result  showed  that  out  of  51 
samples  examined  14  were  certified  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli. 
This  gives  an  average  of  approx.  28%  of  the  samples  examined  as 
being  milk  containing  Tubercle  Bacilli.  In  fairness  to  the  various 
milk  producers  I must  point  to  the  fact  that  out  of  the  14  samples 
of  milk  which  were  certified  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli,  6 of  these 
were  from  one  Farm  and  investigations  are  still  proceeding  regarding 
this  certain  Farm.  All  cases  of  milk  which  are  certified  to  contain 
Tubercle  Bacilli  are  notified  to  the  Chief  Constable,  the  County 
M.O.H.  and  the  Veterinary  Inspector.  They  deal  with  the  affected 
animal  or  animals  in  the  manner  set  out  in  the  Tuberculosis  Order 
of  1925.  The  Bacteriological  examination  of  milk  is  the  only 
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practical  way  in  which  animals  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Udder  may  be  eliminated.  I am  afraid  that  in  many  Districts  very 
few  samples  of  milk  are  taken  for  the  above  examination. 

FOOD  AND  DKUGS. 

Sixty-five  samples  were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst 
during  1927  an  increase  of  14  samples  above  those  dealt  with  in  the 
previous  year.  These  samples  consisted  of  Tea  9,  Dried  Milks  5, 
Drugs  4,  Saugages  5,  Raw  Milk  13,  Jam  6,  Cream  1,  Preserved 
Cream  3,  Sweets  and  Chocolates  6,  Apples  8,  Cheese  5.  All  the 
above  samples  (with  the  exception  of  two  samples  of  milk  and  one 
of  jam)  were  certified  to  be  Pure  and  Genuine,  The  sample  of  Jam 
was  obtained  from  a customer  and  upon  the  Inspector  becoming 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  sample  did  not  comply  with  the 
“Preservatives  in  Food  Acts  ” an  Official  sample  was  immediately 
obtained  but  the  analyst  stated  that  this  contained  S02  within  the 
prescribed  limits. 

Regarding  the  Milk  Samples,  the  vendor  was  prosecuted  for 
selling  milk  which  was  deficient  in  milk  fats.  The  bench  fined  him 
£3  Is.  Od.  and  costs.  In  my  opinion  a very  inadequate  fine  for  such 
an  offence  as  this.  Such  cases  as  “ fat  deficiency  ” are  now  very 
rare  in  our  Borough  and  I hope  that  our  milk  vendors  will  sell 
nothing  but  “ Genuine  Milk.”  As  mentioned  under  the  heading  of 
Milk  Supply  118  samples  of  milk  were  tested  by  your  Inspector  on 
the  “ Gerber  Tester.”  The  average  milk  fats  was  3'62%  a very  good 
result  and  creditable  to  all  vendors  who  are  selling  “ Genuine  Milk.” 
Six  samples  of  drinking  water  have  also  been  sent  away  to  be 
analysed  and  examined  for  Bacteria,  &c. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION  ACT). 

The  Sewage  Outfall  Works,  Markets  and  Tips  are  regularly 
treated  with  one  of  the  various  proprietary  Rat  Poisons.  As  Officer 
under  the  above  Act  I have  treated  many  Farms,  Slaughterhouses 
and  Dwelling  houses  with  the  poisons  after  complaint  of  rat 
infestation.  During  August  a very  large  number  of  rats  were 
noticed  on  Shaw  Lane  Tip,  (these  had  probably  come  from  the 
Woolleybridge  Tip),  the  Dump  being  infested  with  the  pests.  After 
using  various  baits  such  as  Rodine,  Ratox,  Rami,  Red  Squill,  Barium 
Carbonate  and  also  “gassing”  with  S02  we  now  seem  to  have 
obtained  the  mastery  over  the  vermin.  Many  hours  have  been  spent 
in  dealing  with  the  nuisance  in  this  area  and  up  to  now  the  cost  of 
the  Baits,  &c.  must  be  over  £5  Os.  Od.,  but  if  the  Tip  can  be  cleared 
it  will  be  well  worth  the  time  and  trouble. 


MEAT  AND  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  1927  there  has  been  condemned  as  being 
unsound,  diseased  and  unfit  for  human  food  the  following  :* — 
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For  Tuberculosis,  2 Bovine  Forequarters,  1 Bovine  Hindquarter, 

3 Swine  Carcases,  21  Swine  Heads,  18  Swine  Plucks, 

72  Bovine  Lungs, 

For  Hydatid  Cysts  and  Cirrhosis,  44  Livers,  8 Lungs. 

For  Decomposition,  191  lbs  Frozen  Meat,  161  lbs  Wet  Fish,  18  lbs 

Corned  Beef,  20  Baskets  Bilberries,  6|  Couples  Babbits. 

For  Dropsical  Condition,  2 Swine  Carcases.  All  were  surrendered. 

We  have  now  in  actual  use  twenty  slaughterhouses  and 
during  the  period  under  review  nine  hundred  and  thirty  two  visits 
have  been  made  to  these  slaughterhouses.  The  great  majority  of 
the  butchers  have  rendered  me  all  the  assistance  they  could  in 
notifying  suspected  cases  of  disease,  &c.  in  the  animals  they  were 
slaughtering  or  ‘ dressing.’  They  are  under  an  obligation  to  notify 
to  the  Meat  Inspector  any  disease  or  suspected  disease  they  find 
vide  : — Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924.  The  quality  of 
meat  sold  by  our  local  butchers  is  good. 

Inspections  of  premises  have  been  made  where  other  foods 
were  being  ‘ made  up  ’ or  prepared,  i.e.,  Puddings,  Sausages,  Brawn, 
&c.  All  were  in  good  order  and  condition. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

We  have  3 licensed  and  17  Registered  Slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough.  These  are  mostly  used  during  the  first  four  days  of  the 
week.  Constant  supervision  is  paid  to  these  places,  all  animals  are 
not  yet  stunned  before  bleeding  and  the  pole  axe  is  still  in  use  here 
but  this  method  will  be  abolished  when  the  Ministry  have  sanctioned 
the  amended  Bye-Laws  as  to  “ Stunning  of  all  animals  ” and  the 
use  of  a “ Mechanical  Pole  Axe.”  To  my  mind  on  humane  grounds  - 
alone  stunning  of  every  animal  ought  to  take  place  before  “ sticking  ” 
or  “ bleeding.”  From  personal  experience  using  a “ Captive  Bolt 
Pistol  ” I can  truly  say  the  mechanical  stunning  of  cattle,  pigs  and 
sheep  is  a simple  and  effective  method  and  one  which  any  slaughter- 
man can  use  with  safety.  I am  pleased  to  find  that  several  of  the 
butchers  have  had  Refrigerators  fixed  so  that  their  customers  may  be 
assured  of  the  meat  being  in  a good  condition  even  during  the  hot 
summer  months.  In  a few  instances  I have  had  to  complain  about 
the  neglect  to  relimewash.  All  Slaughterhouses  must  be  rehme- 
washed  at  least  four  times  in  each  year. 

BAKEHOUSES  AND  BAKERIES. 

We  have  now  73  Bakehouses  or  Bakeries  on  our  Register, 
126  visits  were  paid  to  these  places  and  5 neglects  to  relimewash 
were  remedied.  The  majority  of  them  are  very  clean  and  the 
employees  work  under  vastly  improved  conditions  to  what  prevailed 
say  twenty  five  years  ago.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

On  the  Register  we  have  now  9 premises  which  are  used  for 
Offensive  Trades.  These  consist  of  Soap  and  Size  Works  and  Tripe 
Dressing  Establishments.  139  Inspections  were  made  to  these 
places  and  3 notices  in  respect  of  neglect  regarding  relimewashing 
wrere  served.  These  neglects  were  remedied. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  number  of  Factories  and  Workshops  registered  in  the 
Borough  are  respectively  61  and  63.  During  the  year  under  review 
309  visits  have  been  made  to  the  factories  and  342  visits  to  the 
workshops.  Only  a few  defects  as  to  neglect  of  limewashing  were 
found.  These  have  been  remedied.  Most  of  the  Sanitary 
Conveniences  are  now  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

Owing  to  the  poor  state  of  the  Cotton  Trade  several 
improvements  (such  as  auto-stokers  &c.)  which  were  intended  to  be 
put  in  hand  during  1927  have  unfortunately  been  held  up.  Two  firms 
however  have  completely  remodelled  their  Power  Plant  at  a cost  of 
over  £40,000  and  I am  assured  that  no  Smoke  Nuisance  will  be 
produced  from  these  Plants  when  they  commence  running.  I hope 
and  trust  that  such  an  assurance  will  be  fulfilled  as  the  smoke 
emitted  from  one  of  the  old  chimney  stacks  in  question  has  been  a 
nuisance  for  years. 

SEWERS,  DRAINS,  BUILDINGS,  &c. 

Through  the  courtesy  and  kindness  of  our  Borongh  Surveyor 
(W.  A.  Mitchell,  Esq.,)  I can  give  the  following  information 
regarding  works  carried  out  or  supervised  by  his  Department.

DISINFECTION,  &c. 

The  total  number  of  rooms  dealt  with  during  this  year  was 
360.  The  methods  adopted  are  similar  to  those  used  previously  i.e. 
Formaldehyde,  Formic  Acid  Gas  and  S02  (Sulphur  Dioxide).  A 
number  of  beds  and  mattresses  have  been  destroyed  by  burning 
(after  fatal  cases  of  illness)  at  the  request  of  the  owners  or  relatives. 
Compensation  is  not  granted  in  such  cases. 

We  have  no  steam  disinfector. 

In  conclusion  I must  point  out  that  owing  to  increased  work 
which  has  devolved  upon  this  Department  in  respect  to . — 
Preservatives  in  Food  Acts,  Housing  Act  1925,  Rats  and  Mice 
Destruction  Act,  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926,  &c.  I have  been 
unable  to  deal  with  the  matter  of  abolition  of  all  Ashpits  and  the 
full  adoption  of  the  Ash  Bin  system.  I hope  that  I shall  be  able  to 
deal  with  most  of  these  during  1928. 

I must  again  thank  the  Chairman  (Alderman  Warrington) 
and  all  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  also  my  Fellow 
Officials  for  help  and  assistance  so  freely  given.
